Franihises Worth Millions Were 
Given Away by State 
Legislature. 





Special to the Post-Dispaich. 

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y.. Jan. 1.- 
A plan to grab all the available water 
in the Niagara River above the falls 
and to develop with it 9,900,000-horse- 
power has come to light. It is the once 
famous Love Model City 
scheme, operating under a_ franchise 
granted in 1894 by the New York Leg- 
islature to the Niagara Power and De- 
velopment Co., come to life again, and 
under auspices which are said by the 
promoters to insure its success. 

If capital is obtained an attempt will 
be made to divert the greater portion, 
of the water in the Niagara 
eonduct it by a huge canal to 
the Niagara embankment, six miles 
east of Lewiston, and there develop 
power in enormous quantities. 

The five Niagara power companies 
now operating have rights for about 
§00,000-horsepower. They are now using 
but 160,000, but this amount will be 
greatly increased in the next two years. 
For one things the New York Central 
wili consume a large share of the out- 
put of the Ontario Power Co., as it has 
contracted for all the power which will 
be used to electrify its lines between 
Buffalo and Syracuse through the dis- 
tributing agent of the Ontario company. 
on the American side, and the Niagara, 
Lockport and Ontario Power Co. 

Engineers say that when the five pow- 
er companies now operating are using 
their fullest capacity there will be a 
little less than 20 per cent of the water 
going over the falls used for power pur- 
poses. A strong east wind at present 
reduces the flow of water over 20 per 
cent, and the effect, while noticeable, 
does not much diminish the grandeur 
of the falls.
